"The ever-interesting statistics/of th,e income tax office offer 


much material for satisfaction today. 
Surely it is a re- 


assuring symptom to discover that the 'taxpayers in possession of 
smaller incomes of moderate' comfort have increased notably. 
Not until the small group admitting from $50,000 to $100,000 
was reached was there a diminution in the number of those re- 
porting in 1920, as compared with the 1919 total. This class in- 
cluded 13,320 individuals in 1919 and 12,093 in 1920.

Treasury officials have expressed thc belief that during the first „,"*,£.?,} n"crVa7o"SaeoP*ople 8*7 °' 
years of the system many citizens sought to evade their obliga- 
tion. This was undoubtedly as true of those enjoying small in- 
comes as of those in the possession of larger ones. Consequent-' 
ly some of the changes indicated may be witnesses of a better 
administration of the law rather than of a new distribution of 
the wealth of the country. But a phenomenon so general can-, 
not be wholly explained in this1 way.
